instructive report on appendicitis. I 
will not burden you with the figures 


of his extensive 
s t u d y . But It 
showed that ap- 
pendicitis 
con- 


tinues to be a 
sei lou^ menace t-o 
every 
commun- 
ity-Appendicitis is 
a serious disease 
when neglected. 
Too often it is 
confused with an 
ordinary "stom- 
ach ache" a n d 
the sufferer takes 
a cathartic for 
relief. This Is in- 
deed a dangerous 


procedure because if the pain is due 
to an inflamed appendix the cathartic 
Increases the inflammation. 


If the inflammation continues. It 


may lead to rupture of the appendix. 
When this happens the pus contained 
\\ithin the appendix escapes into the 
abdominal cavity 
This causes peri- 


tonitis which is a sei lous complica- 
tion of appendicitis 


Avoid Cathartics 


Pain in the abdomen or stomach 


ache should never be consideted too 
lightly 
You will always be on the 


safe side if you avoid cathartics Ap- 
ply a hot water bag to the abdomen 
Heat usually relieves spasm 'and in 
testmal tenderness due to food poi- 
soning or digestive upsets. 


If the patn is due to an inflamed 


appendix, relief will be obtained by 
an ice bag. Persistent pain demands 
immediate medical attention. Delay 
in calling the doctor prolongs con- 
valescence and increases the danger 


Headache, nausea, fever, vomiting, 


constipation or diarrhea, are other 
signs of appendicitis. 
A positive 


diagnosis is often difficult to make. 
But' if it is suspected, the sufferer 
should be examined immediately by 
a physician. 


When the doctor is in doubt he can 


resort to certain tests which 'confirm 
the diagnosis. 
A blood' count will' 


give the needed Information. If the 
patient baa appendicitis, the number 
of white cells in tbe blood is in- 
creased. This condition of. the blood 
Is spoken of as "Ipucocytoals". ThK 
Is-.always found when Infection Is 
present 
'In what-f^have said I do not mean 
to imply, ofc^feourse. that every stom- 
ach ache is dye to appendicitis. But 
appendicitis^'is too frequently con- 
fused with' stomach ache, and too 
many fatalities occur because of this 
confusion. 


Remember these simple rules and 


whenever in doubt consult with your 
doctor. He has been trained In his 
\vork and will assume all the respon- 
sibility. 
It is hoped, that tbe general public 


wil) appreciate the efforts of the 
medical profession to enlighten the 
public. It ia their endeavor to fa- 
miliarize everyone with the signs of 
appendicitis. It is only by co-opera- 
tion between the physician and the 
patient's family that the number of 
fatalities from appendicitis can be 
reduced to a minimum.
